MOUNTING COSTS 


Mr. P. McGILLIGAN (F.G.) re- 
ferred to the cost of living, and said 
that there had been an increase of 65 
per cent. in the cost of food, 95 per 
cent. in the cost of clothing, 85 per 
cent. in the cost of fuel and lighting, 
and 67 per cent. increase in cost of 
sundries, At the same time the 
Government wanted one million 
pounds yer week in ‘taxation from 
people whose. wages were kept down.

The mistakes which had: been per- 
sistently made over the past fonr 
years must be rectified now before 
it is too late. The Government 
might not be given any more time 
to muddle through. 

Dr. T. F. O’HIGGINS (F.G.) said 
that they were being asked for a 
staggering sum—an instalment of 
the sum of fifty millions for the next 
twelve months. They would ‘not. be 
doing their duty as representatives 
of the people and the taxpayers if 
they did not by searching examina- 
tion insure that the country. could 
not be competently and efficiently run 
for any .esser sum. The Government 
were incapable of controlling prices 
and the cost of living had been. 
increased 200 fold. In view of the 
appalling increases in prices, were 
the Government entitled to stand 
over a policy, however justified it 
might originally have been, in the 
effort to prevent inflation. 

‘We must face up tothe fact 
that the demands on the people 
by way of taxation were being 
acutely felt, and with the cost 
of living steadily rising, the person 
with the fixed income had been badly 
hit.'” They had endeavoured to help 
the people who were below the level 
of the starvation line, with a bare 
subsistance allowance, but the trades- 
man, the clerk, the civil servant 
were above the starvation line and 
were exposed to all the rigours of 
taxation from above and below. The 
policy adopted by the Government 
was that that class of salary earner 
must.not increase his income as long 
as the emergency lasted. It was a 
good policy at the beginning as a 
step to keep down prices, but no 
sooner were the pegs driven into 
wages than the balloon of prices 
went soaring immediately. 


PROFITEERING 


Mr. R. CORISH (Lab.) said that 
the Government had not taken 
serious steps to stop profiteering, 
and agreed with Deputy McGilliga 
that there should be subsidisation 
of necessary foodstuffs. People were 
suffering from malnutrition, but 
becanse the Government had inter- 
fered people were prevented getting 
a decent woke.

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| Island War 

Sinco the beginning of the 
present year, it has become in- 
creasingly clear that the war 
against Japan no longer takes 
second place to the war against 
Germany in the plans of the 
Allied commanders. Events in 
the Pacific have moved with 
unexpected rapidity, and the true 
strategy. of General MacArthur’s 
much-abused ‘‘island-hopping ”’ 
campaign has been revealed. 
American sea and air forces have 
struck, not only at Rabaul.- the 
focus of operations in the southern 
Pacific jelands, but also. at 
Paramushiro, in the north; at 
Truk, the most important 
Japanese advanced naval base. 
and at the Marianne islands ; and 
Allied troops have landed on the 
Marshall and, more. recently, upon 
the Admiralty, islands. According 
to American claims, which the 
evidence appears to substantiate, 
the Allies now have a marked 
superiority over their enemies in 
the weight of both naval and air 
forces throughout the Pacific 
theatre. The result is that, with 
the new footing in the Admiralty 
islands, they are in a position to 
blockade New Guinea and Rabaul 
itself, and to cut off some 50,000 
Japanese from their bases. 
Probably it has been appreciated 
that in New Britain and New 
Guinea a straight fight with the 
Japanese defenders would prove 
too long and too costly. If they 
can be isolated, they are, from 
the point of view of the general 
strategy, innocuous. This may be 
the reasoning of un” Allied general 
staff. Much the same scheme 
may be adopted in the case of 
Truk, the ‘Japanese Pearl 
Harbour,” which is probably the 
strongest naval base in the world. 
Direct “assault from the sea is 
almost impossible ; for the harbour 
is hidden between mountainous 
islandz, in the centre of a huge 
lagoon hemmed by a coral reef. 


| There are only a few openings in 


the reef, which itself is strongly 
defended ; to penetrate beyond it 
is virtually impossible, and any 
landing on the reef itself would 
be crippled by bombardment from 
the islands. The recent naval] 
bombardment by American ships 
appears to have been a piece of 
 coat-trailing’’ designed to: draw 
the Japanese fleet out into battle ; 
for, if the ships—if,; indeed, they 
are there—can be destroyed by 
the combined effects of air attack 
and naval conflict, the fortifica- 
tions can be left to rot. 

Another prospect was opened up 
by the shelling of the Marianne 
islands, which ke about 700 miles 
to the north-west of Truk. Does 
Admiral Nimitz hope, by extend- 
ing the effective range of his ships 
further and further across “the 
Pacific, eventually to land war 
materials and, perhaps, men, on 
the coast of China? The sugges- 
tion has been made; but the 
project is a very formidable one. 
To make a landing in any place 
on the coast fairly easily accessible 
to the forces of the Chungking 
Government would demand a pene- 
tration beyond the Philippines, 
which constitute a strong defence 
line; while points further to the 
north are both covered by the 
island of Japan itself and held 
more securely by the forces of 
occupation in China. It seems 
doubtful, on the whole, whether 
any major reinforcement of the 
Chinese armies can be expected 
from this direction for a long 
time to come. Meanwhile, how- 
ever, signs of growing uneasiness 
in Japan at the progress of the 
Allied offensive, and its nearer 
approach to the Japanese ‘‘ metro- 
politan ” territory, are not want- 
ing. General Tojo has dismissed 
the chiefs of both army and navy, 
and has assumed command per- 
sonally. Prophecies of invasion 
from the north-east—the Aleutian 
islands—continue to be broadcast 
frequently, coupled with assertions 
that Japan is ready to meet any 
such attempt; and several uncon- 
firmed reports have been issued of 
landings and land battles in those 
places which have been shelled by 
the American fleet. Japan at 
present is endeavouring to hold a 
huge section of the globe, stretch- 
ing from the north of China, 
through Burma and the East 
Indies, ‘to New Guinea and the 
Pacific islands. The outermost 
parts of it are fully 5,000 miles 
from Tokyo. Such a_ wide 
dispersal of her available forces, 
however large, must cause some 
uneasiness. The progress of the, 
war in the Pacific shows that the 
Allies are ready ty take advantag 
of any weaknesses. |

OBITUARY 
SIR J. A. GORE-BOOTH 


Sir Josslyn Augustus Richard Gore- 
Booth, Bart., died at his residence, 
Lissadell House,.Co. Sligo, yester- 
day. Aged 75 years, he was brother 
of the late Eva Gore-Booth, the 
well-known poet, and, of the late 
Countess Constance Markievicz, who 
took an active part in the 1916 
Rising, and was later returned as the 
first woman member of the British 
House of Commons, though she never 
took her seat. Sir Josslyn succeeded 
to his title in 1900 on the death of 
his father, Sir Henry William Gore- 
Booth, the noted Arctic explorer. A 
former Lieutenant in the Royal 
Munster Fusiliers, Sir Josslyn was a 
Deputy Lieutenant for the county, 
a es held office as a Justice. of 
the Peace. He was the sixth Baronet. 
Sir Josslyn was an extensive farmer. 
in addition to being a prominent 
breeder and exhibitor of mn ree 
live stock. He also established a 
number of industries in the locality, 
including a lace factory, and these

907 he married Mary, daughter of 
the late Rev, Saville L’Estrange 
Malone, Dalton Holme _ Rectory, 
Beverley; Yorkshire, by whom he is 
survived.

ART EXHIBITION 


This yea\’s exhibition of ‘he 
Water-Colour Society of Ireland, 
which was opened at Mills’ Hall by 
Mr. R. R. .Figgis, continues the ex- 
cellent policy had in recent, years 
of including not only works con- 
ceived ana executed on traditional 
lines, but also those representative 
of the most experimental phases of 
modern art. The result is a 
delightfully lively display, and, as 
between the artists there is 
evidence of an interaction between 
ancient and modern, which is of 
advantage to both.
